The  $20.  note  pictured  on  the  opposite  page  was  one  of  those  that  were  used 
for  "Fun  Nite"  play  at  Trumps  Taj  Mahal  Casino  in  Atlantic  City,  N.J.,  on 
April  2,  1990*  A $10.  and  $100.  note  was  also  in  use  and  all  were  redeemable 
for  the  "Fun  Nite"  chips.  I'm  grieved  to  report  that  the  chips  were  the  common 
stock  type,  without  the  casino  name.  After  spending  all  that  money  to  build 
the  Taj  Mahal,  Donald  must  have  run  out  of  the  wherewithal  to  pay  for  chips 
featuring  the  casino  name.  In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  items,  I came 
away  with  some  of  the  $1.  and  $5.  slot  machine  tokens.  The  $1.  token  is 
white  metal  and  of  very  poor  quality,  with  some  of  the  lettering  barely  legible. 
The  $5.  token  is  much  nicer  in  appearance  and  die  work  and  looks  to  be  brass, 
with  a white  metal  coating  around  the  border.

One  is  marked  Rotary  International,  with  its  logo  and  the 
other  piece  is  marked  Kiwanis -K -Club  on  the  obv.  It  appears  that  the  hotel 
used  these  tags  for  conventions  or  to  entice  the  club  members  to  use  their 
facilities .

The  Ocean  Bank  Specimen  Sheets, 

By  David  D.  Gladfelter. 

J Some  rare  examples  of  New  Jersey's  monetary  history  came  to  light  in  the 
September,  1990  Christie  auction  of  the  reference  collection  of  the  American 
; Bank  Note  Company;  two  different  specimen  sheets,  each  containing  four  notes 
of  the  Ocean  Bank  of  Bergen  Iron  Works,  Ocean  County,  N.  J.  The  sheets, 
reduced  in  size,  are  reproduced  here  for  the  first  time. 

The  two  sheets  were  obtained  by  dealer,  Barry  Wexler  and  were  on  view  at 
his  bourse  table  at  the  recent  GENA  show  in  Cherry  Hill,  N.  J.  The 
accompaning  photo  copies  were  obtained  for  publication  in  "Jerseyana", 
through  Barry's  kind  cooperation.  As  you  read  this,  one  of  the  sheets  may 
already  be  history,  as  Barry  had  planned  to  break  it  up  so  that  two  of  the  notes 
could  find  new  homes  in  SouthJersey,  with  appreciative  collectors. 

As  can  be  seen,  one  of  the  sheets  consists  of  the  $2  note,  (Wait  #60)  at  the  top, 
and  below  it  the-A,  B and  C plates  of  the  $1  notes,  (Wait  #59).  The  other  sheet 
contains,  from  top  to  bottom,  the  A,  B and  C plates  of  the  $5  notes,  (Wait  #62) 
and  the  single  $10  note,  (Wait  # 64).  Like  the  notes  illustrated  in  Wait,  those 
on  the  sheets  are  unsigned  and  have  holes  punched  on  the  signature  lines.  They 
are  mounted  on  heavy  paper,  indicating  that  they  are  printer's  specimens.  The 
printer's  imprint,  "Danforth,  Bald  & Co.,  New  York  & Philada.",  appears  on 
all  eight  notes.  This  firm  was  founded  by  the  noted  engraver,  Moseley  Isaac 
Danforth,  and  was  absorbed  into  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  in  1858.  As 
William  Griffiths  points  out  in  his  history  of  the  ABN- Co.  , Danforth' s 
descendents  served  as  ABN-Co.  officers  until  1923.  Doubtless,  these  two 
specimen  sheets  came  into  the  ABN-Co.  archives  at  the  time  of  the  merger  in 
1858. 

According  to  Ocean  County  historian,  Bill  Dewey,  the  last  previous  appearance 
of  an  Ocean  Bank  note  at  auction  was  in  1955.
